Out the Bug. 
| 
There is not a more Im portant ques- 
l Hon before the farm ers bf this county 


I than the growing of plenty ot corn. 
One grain dealer alone has sold about 
10,000 bushels locally. 
This draws a 
great am ount of surplus money out of 
the country that we need and if it 
could be held here it would greatly 
relieve the strained conditions. 
Brazos county raised more corn this 
vear than in several yefirs precious 
and the farm ers who had a surplus 
and sold early received a better prosit 
per acre on corn than on their cotton 
and it was milled at home into meal 
and corn chops to supply tile local 
trade. 
There are 
two 
reasons 
why the 
farm ers m ce€te a good profit b\ mat 
keting their corn early. 
The first is that Central Texas corn 
reaches the market about six weeks 
in advance of North Texas and Okla 
linum corn and can be ground into 
meal aud chops before the new crop 
of Oklahoma forces the prices down. 
The other reason is th at it is hand­ 
le.I profitably before it is injured by 
weevils, should it be a bad year. 
The fact that Weevils are 
bad in 
corn this vear should not be discour­ 
aging. 
They are 
reported 
bad in 
North Texas an.I Oklahoma and this 
is an exceptionally bad year. 
John Tick observes that there are 
some varieties oi corn raised here that 
are practical I > 
free of weevils and 
states 
that if the farm ers would be 
careful in the selection of their seed 
it would add greatly to improving their 
grade of corn and also to getting a 
class of corn not affected bv weevils. 
Seed corn raised in the tar North. 
be it ever so fine in appearance, nev­ 
er gives any results and is affected by 
weevils worse than any other kinds.

They V *re B u ilt W ith G reat Care and 


Exactness. 


When a dike is to I *■ built-and Jhej 
are still in places making dikes-it is 
first mapped out by the neatly sburp- 
ened stakes, a long straight causeway 
leading out from shore and widening 
Into a rounded head which abuts on 
the red line of the channel. 
Then a 
ground bill or foundation mattress rn 
willows Is woven and sunk at this 
head and pinned down and held In 
Mace by the Sharpened pegs. 
Then 
w a ttle s are woven and sand filled in, 
and In places roc k, and then. rounding 
up neatly out of the water and form­ 
ing a tight covering to the whole, the 
hand squared blocks of stone are laid, 
as closely as a city pavement, all over 
the head and back along the neck to 
tin* old shore. 
It is as permanent aud 
stable as the Harvard stadium, the 
dike HO built, aud the river, abandon­ 
ing tho space back of the tip to slack 
water or to be filled in with sand, 
flows on with entire grace in the re 
strleted channel beyond the tip.
